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The old Midway Post Office from 1897 to 1917. It was operated by William and 
Mary Watkins. 


E. Watkins was appointed postmistress. Her office was located in a 
small frame store building operated by her husband, William Watkins. 
They continued their store and post office until 1918 when poor health 
and failing eyesight forced them to retire. 

Because Midway was only a fourth class post office, wages were 
paid only on a percentage of cancelled stamps, and the pay was small, 
usually averaging $32 to $37 a month, with a little more at Christmas 


time. 
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
